
NOTICE OF INTENT TO ADOPT A
DRAFT MITIGATED NEGATIVE DECLARATION AND INITIAL STUDY

ADMIRALTY WAY STREET IMPROVEMENT

The County of Los Angeles Department
of Public Works has prepared a draft
Mitigated Negative Declaration and
Initial Study to assess the potential
project impacts to the environment and
the community. The proposed project is
located within the unincorporated
County of Los Angeles community of
Marina del Rey.

The proposed project involves
resurfacing the existing roadway
pavement, reconstructing medians, and
upgrading signals on Admiralty Way
from Via Marina to Fiji Way; Via Marina
from Marquesas Way to Washington
Boulevard; Bali Way from Admiralty Way
to Lincoln Boulevard; and Mindanao
Way from Admiralty Way to Lincoln
Boulevard. Right-of-way acquisition will
not be required.

The improvements are intended to enhance safety and mobility for both pedestrians and motorists.

The draft Mitigated Negative Declaration and Initial Study is being circulated for a 30-day public review
period. The review period will end September 4, 2012. The Admiralty Way Street Improvement Project
Mitigated Negative Declaration and Initial Study document can be viewed online at the Department of
Beaches and Harbors web page at: http://beaches.lacounty.gov/wps/portal/dbh under the documents for
public review header.
